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By this information bulletin we wish the development 
of a better communication and exchange of information, 
in a more systematic basis,with groups and individuals, 
all over the world,who have a part in the revolutionary 
liberating perspective. 

This information bulletin is just the beggining of 
this effort and we hope that, from our part, we will 
achieve to send you continously information about the 
events that happen in Greece and are concerning 
activities against the state and the capitalism. 

We also wish to inform you that the Anarchist Coil 
is an anarchist group which started its activity with 
this name on January 1988. Our group consists of 
anarchists, who were participating in other anarchist 
groups before (that do not exist any more), as well as 
of other comrades who have not participated in an 
anarchist group before. 

From 1988 we were publishing, with other anarchist 
groups, the newspaper AGAINST (FENANTIA).This activity 
lasted until the summer of 1990 and the schema AGAINST 
stopped existing and so, simultaneously, stopped the 
publication of the newspaper, with the publication of 
the 8th and last issue on June of 1990. In the same 
month, the Anarchist Coil, the Anarchist Cell "WITHOUT 
AUTHORITY" and one more group of comrades published the 
theoretical issue ANARCHIST VIEW. The ANARCHIST VIEW is 
still published, by Anarchist Coil and Anarchist Cell 
"WITHOUT AUTHORITY", and there are already 5 issues 
published. 

Since October of the same year (1990) the Anarchist 
Coil also publishes the newspaper REVOLT. During the 
period 1988-1992 a lot of material has been published, 
concerning several events (military, militarism, 
elections, other social events like the occupation of 
the Polytechnic School of Athens on January 1990 etc). 

Except the publication activities our group has 
participated in all social activities that had 
clashing-revolting features, developed solidarity 
activities for prisoned comrades in Greece and abroad, 
published and circulated thousands of posters, feil- 
volan ‘and tracts, whereas we always aimed to the 
development of colaboration with other anarchist groups 
and individuals concerning several subjects. 

There is already a colaboration, the COLABORATION 
OF ANARCHIST GROUPS AND INDIVIDUALS FOR SOCIAL 
SOLIDARITY AND MULTIFORM ACTION, formed on October 
1991, where anarchist groups and individuals from 
Athens and other cities participate in. 

The pursuit of our group is the participation in the 
social war against the state and the capitalism, aiming 
to the total destruction of the state and of every type 
of authoritarian-hierarchical and exploitable relations 


and structures, for the complete social liberation and 
for ANARCHY! 


We believe that we can contribute to this direction, 
with our participation in the development of clashing- 
revolting efforts by various parts of society, as well 
as with the contribution to their self-anti- authorita- 
rian, anti- hierarchical organization and with the most 
possible development of colaboration between the 
anarchist colectivities. We also consider that with. 
our contribution in the elaboration of the anarchist 
perceptions and conceptions and in the war against 
every authoritarian and reform perception, cultivated 
and reproduced in the various aspects of social life 
and activity, even among the anarchists many times, we 
may achieve to surpass some obstacles created by the 
state and by various supporters and porters of 
perceptions that are opposed to the social liberation. 

We are, first of all, standing against the state and 
the capitalism because we consider that they constitute 
the most basic ‘obstacles against the freedom of the 
oppressed people. 

Nevertheless we do not ignore that, in the course 
for the social liberation, which is not an easy way at 
all, the difficulties come from the supporters of 
political perceptions, the political parties, the 
authoritarian ideologies, the reformism, all those 
people who choose the easy way of the alienation 
and of the reconciling practices,the syndicates which 
alterate and transgress any desire of the workers about 
acting in a liberating way, the various "personalities" 
who come in difficult moments in order to show and 
Propose by fradulent means the way of reconciliation 
with the state and the bosses. 

The irreconcilable clashing revolting liberating 
social action, with all the means that the oppressed 
people have used, is the only way for the liberation 
from the ties of the state. On this way we will try to 
walk as better we can...

A FEW WORDS ABOUT THE EXISTED SITUATION IN 
RELATION TO THE EVENTS THAT FOLLOW. 


The events, that we present in this bulletin, start 
on November 1990 with the description of the wounding 
of the anarchist activist K. Mazokopos, after the 
explosion of a detonator in his hands. We consider 
important to start from this event because on April 15, 
1992 K. Mazokopos will pass on a trial, with three 
other people, as a terrorist. The presentation of 
events stops on December 31, 1991. 

About the events that happened after this date, we 
will inform you in the next bulletin. 

The year 1991 was full of events that happened in 
the society. Many mobilizations took place and 
violent clashes broke out, during which the opressed 
people came to direct opposition with the supressing 
mechanisms of the state, overcoming many times, in 
practice, the technics used by the parties and the 
reformists. The interaction of the opressed parts of 
the society against the state and the choices of the 


sovereigns ( politicians, industrialists, technocrats 
‘etc) and the unity of their forces came to be some 
times so intense that it overcame everything before. 
The revolt of the countrymen in Heraklio of Crete at 
the beginning of October 1991, was a very important 
event among several other ones. The prefecture was 
destroyed and thousands of people clashed with the 
M.A.T. (police forces for the restoration of the order). 

The dominators have structured proceedings that make 
thousands of people miserable,using a lot of ways. The 
impudence of the dominators and the colaboration of the 
reformists and the syndicates, along with the choices 
and the pushing out of the process of reorganization of 
the dominance, have drived to despair, whereas a series 
of centrifugal tendencies which guide to clashing 
conditions in the streets are not missing. The first 
role in those events is played by those various parts 
of society that are not controlled by the manipulating 
mechanisms (students of high schools, young people, 
unemployed people etc.) The state, having perceived the 
dangerousness of all those activities, tries to supress 
them by using every possible way, turning to very hard 
methods.A characteristic indication of this efford, is 
the violent invasion of the repressing forces into the 
area of the Polytechnic School of Athens (Politechnio), 
after a violent demonstration of a noticable number of 
pupils (high school mates). 

"Punting" on some inaction of a part, of the so 
called, libertarians, which really takes place during 
this last period, the state tries to hold, as much as 
possible, the social reactions by using supression, 
imprisonments, "heavy" sentencings,etc. 

The state has forned its fire, above all,against the 
anarchists and the revolted young people, because 
they know that the danger comes mostly from that part. 
And this happens not because the anarchists have a well 
- organized presence and action as a whole,but because, 
within their practices,they can free and show-forth the 
oppressed and manipulated people's desire for clashing 
against the dominators. As time goes on, more and more 
parts of the society, depending on the degree of 
surpassing the manipulating mechanisms of the political 
parties and the syndicates, adopt practices that only 
the anarchists used to apply. 

Nevertheless,there is an important event which we 
must not ignore:during the conditions of a broad attack 
by the state,except from the revolting-clashing 
intentions that are expressed, a part of those who 
belong to the liberals is: leaded to the acceptance of 
the reformistic logic, following the relative 
practices, and so creating one more cbstacle to the 
development of such activities which, in this time, 
are able to show the reality of the state and 
capitalistic barbarism and to lead far from the unity 
through the anti-state action. 

In spite of all the difficulties that appeared 
during the last period, nothing has been finished {at 
least for this period) and nothing shows that the state 
will be able to proceed without impediment to its

& 1- 91 


The anarchist activist Kyriakos Mazokopos is wounded by the 
explosion of a detonator of a bomb losing his left hand and 
eye. After the accident, he goes to the hospital where he 
is arrested. The cops discover the place at Havrikiou street 
- where the explosion happened- and they find guns and 
explosives. The following days a pogrom takes place, during 
which people, known for their social activity, are arrested, 
their homes are searched and they are marched off to the 
police Head Quarters. 

Re should note that Kyriakos Hazokopos has been known for 
his anarchist activity for 17 years. He participated in the 
revolt that happened along with the occupation of the 
Polytechnio (Polytechnic School of Athens) in 1973, the 
period of dictatorship in Greece, he was present at the labor 
struggles of 1975-1977 and later, at the beginning of the 
1980's he was active in practices of solidarity and mutual 
support to the imprisoned revolutionaries. He was also 
persecuted because he participated in the campaign for 
denouncing that the cops are backed by the state in pushing 
drugs, and in general, he has been present at every event of 
class and social struggle since 1973. 


10- 11- 90 

G.Boukouvalas and G.Bouketsidis are sent to the district 
attorney. The former is accused of possessing guns, he is 
detained in custody and released in 10/12/90. The latter is 
released immediately. 
13- 11- 90 


At the Propilea of the University of Athens (a place in 


front of the university building), leftist groups are” 
gathered as a social support to the imprisoned G.Boukouvalas. , 


The Anarchist Coil are there with their own banner and hand 
out tracts as a solidarity to K. Hazokopos. The leftists try 
to foil the presence of anarchists and tear their banner on 
which is written " K. Mazokopos: ONE HORE HOSTAGE IN THE 
HANDS OF THE STATE. THE STATE IS THR ONLY TERRORIST.” But 
this attempt of the leftists failed. Sone days later, the 
Initiative of Anarchist Solidarity is formed with the 
` participation of the Anarchist Coil and other anarchist 
groups and individuals. Manifests and leaflets about K. 


Hazokopos are given to the" public. On the same day at 


Syntagma Square workers are gathered to protest against the 
passing of an anti-strike bill. The Initiative of Anarchist 
Solidarity is also present with banners and manifests in 
support to the social activist K. Nazokopos. 


15- 11- 90 


The three days of festivities, for the anniversary of the 
revolt of the Polytechnio in 1973, begin. Anarchists are 
there with pickets declaring solidarity to the imprisoned 


anarchist with manifests and other printed material. 
16- 11- 90 


At the Polytechnio, clashes occur between anarchists and 
fascists, where seven fascists are mounded. 


17- 11- 90 5 

During the annual march, for the amiversary of the revolt 
of the Polytechnio in 1973, the block of anarchists and other 
young people attack the offices of N.D. ( = New Democracy : 
the governing party ), banks, a porno- cinema, the offices of 
the B.E.C., the Rar Museum, the Hilton Hotel, where expensive 
cars, that are parked outside, are destroyed. At the end, 
there are clashes with the cops outside the Anerican Embassy. 


23, 24- 11- 90 


At the Town Hall of Drapetsona (suburb of Piraeus) a tno 
days an anti- authoritarian discussion is arranged by the 
Anarchists of Piraeus. 

In the first days of December, a movement of high school 
students sets out, having pretext a bill for Education. In 
the middle of the month, students begin occupying their 
schools. This occupation spreads to all high schools of the 
country. The main point in the students" uprising, is the 
articles of the bill affecting the point system, the absences 
and the way of function of the pupil communities, articles 
that the state tries to enforce. However, in a short time, a 
part of the students overcomes the logic of request and 
proceeds to the uprising with the slogan : " WE DO NOT WANT 
CRUMBS - WE WANT EVERYTHING. " 


4- 12- 90 


Nazokopos goes on hunger and thirst strike reacting to the 
squalid conditions of isolation that are imposed on him, the 
fact that he is abandoned by doctors, and furthermore the 
fact that persons of the special anti- terrorism units are 
constantly present in his cell. 


12- 12- 90 


A march is organized by the Initiative “of Anarchist 
Solidarity ending with the occupation of the Solicitor 


* Association's Offices, as a manifestation of sélidarity to K. 


Hazokopos. The state backs down and carries the activist to 
the hospital. 


13- 12- 90 

There is a demonstration of 30,000 students,fron occupied 
high schools and universities, against the bill for education. 
Anarchists take part with their om block. 


14- 12- 90 


A panhellenic students’ demonstration is decided and 
thousands students of high school take part in. Outside the 


Ministry of Education, where the main body of the march 
arrives, episodes break out as pupils try to get into the 
building. Police attacks them. The slogan" COPS - PIGS - 
MURDERERS " vibrates the place. At the same moment the 
indoctrinators of the students' left and leftish parties, 
intervene and curb the wish for a clash.After that, the march 
moves to Omonia Square where the demonstrators destroy a 
breastplated vehicle of the security service GROUP 4, while 
on their way back to the Polytechnio, they attack the offices 
of N.D. Outside the Polytechnio, platoons of M.A.T. (specially 
trained cops with clubs, helmets, shields and guns), attack 
the demonstrators and fierce thrashing follons. Groups of 
students take refuge inside the Polytechnio and proceed to 
its occupation. 


15- 12- 90 


81 imprisoners escape from Koridallos prisons. Anarchists 
yather in front of the Politechnio holding a banner with the 
slogan : " WHEN OPPRESSION BECOMES LAW, THEN RESISTANCE IS A 
DUTY". They block Patission Ave (a road nith a high flon of 
traffic in front of the Politechnio), for half an hour. In 
the meantime, a police motorcycle is destroyed and so is a 
camera fron a T.V. state channel. At the same time 200 
people from the left wing - who's role is to manipulate - 
organized demonstration nith pickets protesting against the 
state "repressive policy". 


18- 12- 90 


A Demonstration of thousands high school students set off 
from the Polytechnio. Anarchist students take part forming 
their onn seperate block. This presence mas the outcome of a 
whole process of meetings and discussions. During these 
meetings, anarchist high school students made a manifesto 
While there nere noticable interventions in the meetings from 
various political parties. The student unions, that are 
guided by the leftist, the communist party and PASOK ( 
Panhellenic Socialistic Movement - the 2nd party in power), 
felt this presehce as hostile and tried to curb it. So, they 
followed a plan of intrenchment of the anarchists students" 
block, by using bullies who are devoted to the communist 
party, while in front of the chains formed by the cops, who 
guard the Ministry of Education and the Parliament, they line 
up groups of unsuspicious students fron various schools, 
trying to use them as a shield against the enraged ones. 
When the anarchists’ block arrived ear Syntagma Square, 
communists form chains around it in order to stop and isolate 
it from the main body of the demonstration, and thus to bring 
the block close to the cops'sections which follow the 
denonstration. The anarchists, facing this unprovoked action 
by the communist bullies, react and break the ring. Clashes 
occur, but the comrades form small groups, as they want to 
avoid entanglement of the students who are in front of the 
cops and so they are an easy prey for them when the clashes 
will spred. After the end of the denonstration sone short 
fights takes action between the anarchists, the students and 
the forces of state repression. But the students' rage does 
not calm down... In the afternoon, there are clashes with 
the M.A.T. in front of the Polytechnio. Tho patrol cars, in 


the central road in front of the Polytechnio, are destroyed 
and the traffic stops for hours. Ina nearby road barricades 
are set up and the battles in the streets with the state 
Eat tine, the communists amd the Jetta OPUS- During all 
the Polytechnio, intending to leave the people who are 
fighting in the streets exposed to cops' orders, but they 
fail after the dynamic intervention of some comrades. 


19- 12- 90 to 8- 1- 91 


During all that period, the state tries to put an end to 
the occupations of high schools. Despite these attempts, and 
despite the fifteen days of the Christmas vacation that 
intervene, the occupations continue. Fascists, under cover 
cops and "enraged parents" attempt to reoccupy the schools, 
but the vast majority of these efforts fail due to the 
pupils’ dynamic attitude. At the same period, the students 
abandon the occupations at universities in order to enjoy the 
vacations. fle have to notice that, the majority of these 
occupations was carried out by the "vanguard" of the 
conmunist and leftist parties, through the indifference of 
most students which are controlled by the student union that 
belongs to the political party in power. So, the main burden 
of the conflict with the state and its mechanisms, transfers 
to high schools. 


91-91 


During attempts of fascists and members of the governing 
party to reoccupy a school in the town of Patra, fascists 
murder a teacher named Temboneras. In the afternoon 15.000 
persons demonstrate in Patra towards its Prefecture. In front 
of the building clashes with the M.A.T. occur, where their 
platoons use clubs and tear gas. The demonstrators use 
stones, pieces of wood and molotov coctails. The street 


_ battles spread all over and last for 7 hours, turning the 


centre of the town into a battle field. Several cops and 
demonstrators are rounded, while seven people are arrested. 
During these clashes, demonstrators attack a police station, 
burn a patrol car, attack and destroy a transportation 
vehicle of state repressive powers, banks and the prefect's 
car are also destroyed. . 


10- 1- 91° 


Demonstration of 100.000 pupils at the centre of Athens is 
organized, moving to the Ministry of Education and the 
Parliament, in the yard of mhich the demonstrators drop 
molotovs. After that, another molotov destroys a vehicle 
which carries money of the private police GROUP. At half past 
two, in the afternoon, clashes start after the firing of the 
offices belonging N.D. These clashes are the greatest ones 
that have been occured since the revolt against the military 
dictatorship in November of 1973 and extend to the major 
district of Athens. Many burning barricades are set up. 


Patrol cars, police vehicles and expensive cars are burnt and 
used as barricades. Many banks and the offices of the 


syndicate which belongs to the governing party (N.D.) are 
destroyed too. The state uses its entire repressive powers in 
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an attempt to put an end to the clashes. There is such a 
trenendous usage of tear and suffocation gas, that the centre 
of Athens resembles a place where chemical warfare is carried 
out. The state attempts to "clean" the roads of Athens from 
the demonstrators by using helicopters and fire-engines. The 
cops drop incendiary tear gas to a block of stores. The 
building is set on fire and is completely destroyed. There 
are 4 persons inside who will be burnt to a crisp. The 
clashes with state repressive powers last for 12 hours. 


11- 1-91 


A nen gathering and demonstration is organized toward the 
Parliament. The offices of N.D. are burnt for a second time. 
Barricades are set up, banks, cars belong to the state, 
public service buildings are destroyed, the Ministry of 
Comerce is set on fire, and fierce battles with the state 
Tepressive powers occur. The demonstrators use molotovs and 
stones. At damn, burnt buses belonginy to B.A.S. (state 
transportation company) complete the barricades on the 
central roads around the Polytechnio. 


18, 19- 1--91 


At Piraeus, a meeting and discussion anong anarchist groups 
and persons from various parts of Greece is organized, after 
a proposal of the Initiative Anarchist Solidarity, aiming at 
the promotion of solidarity to the social activist Kyriakos 
Mazokopos. The subjects in discussion nere $ 
a) Social struggle by using all means. 

b) State repression in our present conditions and the 
anarchists. 
c) Rays of expression of the anarchist solidarity. 


5-391 


The bookstore Nipenthi, the Anti-authoritarian Intervention 
League of Koridallos (suburb of Piraeus) and the Anarchist 
Initiative of Nikea (suburb of Pireus), organize a gathering 
at the central sguare of Koridallos, and after that demon- 
strate toward the prisons and, fron there, toward the 
hospital, here Kogianis, Bergner and Bouketsides - charged 
nith the same case as that of Mazokopos' - are treated after 
their abstinence from food. 


6- 3-91 


Leftist groups arrange” a concert as a solidarity to 
Kogianis, Bergner and Bouketsides and, after that, at the 
centre of Athens starts a march of 5,000 people. About 1,000 
people, into anarchists’ block take, part in this march , 
calling out slogans in solidarity to the three people nho 
abstain from food and for K. Mazokopos. 


839 


During a march of political refugees from Kurdistan tomard 


the Enbassy of Iraq, M.A.T. attack the denonstrators and beat 
then. 


93-91 


The march of employees on strike of the state 
transportation company - who protest against the impending 
sale of the company to private interests - leads to clashes 
out of the admimistration offices of the company, when the 
enployees try to invade and occupy them. They throw 
ballbearings at M.A.T,, the latter intervene, while the 
former then destroy a strike--breaker's hus and a taxi. 


21- 3- 91 


After a march of the strikers of the state transportation 
company toward the Hinistry of transportation, a part of 
strikers attack M.A.T. who are fiercely beaten fron the 
employees. 


29- 3- 91 


Tro students of high school, arrested during the episodes 
in the 10\1\91, are put on trial. The first one, who is an 
anarchist, is sentenced to 13 months imprisonment (he 
appealed and he is released), while the second is put under 
the supervision of a social officer. 


22- 3- 91 


4 inhabitants of the village sikia in Chalkidiki, are 
arrested and accused of building nithout legal license. The 
inhabitants of the village surround the police station and, 
when the cops do not recall their decision - even after the 
interference of the chairman of the community - and do not 
release the four, the people attack the police station and 
destroy the doors and the windows of it. 


12- 4- 91 


31 prisoners escape from Koridallos prison. 13 of them are 
caught nearby the prison. 


18- 4- 91 


N. Papamatheou, who was arrested in March 1990 with the 
accusation that he had thrown a molotov at a patrol car, is 
found innocent. z 


20- 4- 91 


On a central road of Athens, anarchists att&ck and beat 
fascists, menbers of the group "Chrisi Avgi" (Gold Dawn). 


22- 4- 91 


Young persons attack cops, nho patrol Exarchia square, 
throwing at them a molotov bonb. 


We have to notice that, during April there is a series of 
activities, like the throning of a molotov at a church in 
Zografos (suburb of Athens), destruction of the records and 


the supervising material of a group of schools of another 
suburb of Athens named Kallithea and of school books, and 
also destruction of files of absences and marks at the 1st 
high school of Petroupolis. 


10-5- 91 


A group of 100 persons in front of the Economics university 
of Athens, attack cops on motorcycles with stones and bricks. 
3 persons are arrested. 


15- 5- 91 


The anarchist N. Maziotis, who is a complete denier of the 
army, is arrested. 


2- 5- 91 


Solidarity manifestation for Maziotis is arranged at the 
Propilea of Athens university. At the same time into the 
building there is a ceremony for the proclamation of a 
Japanese physicist to a honorary professor. The gathered 
people invade the hall, read a text relative to Maziotis and 
rip various religious symbols which are in the hall. 


23- 5- 91 


The trial of Maziotis, which is to take place in the open 
martial court of Salonica, is postponed. At this time we have 
a new declaration: Kalaremas declares that he is an anarchist 
who totally refuses the army. 


29- 5- 91 


At the village Gialtra of Edipsos, episodes occur betneen 
the inhabitants and the state repression forces (M.A.T.). The 
inhabitants try to impede the installation of a hatchery in 
the area. After fierce beating, many people are wounded and 
there are arrests. E 


31-5- 91 
A solidarity march with motorcycles for Maziotis at the 


centre of Athens. The march ends at the Propilea of Athens 
university, where information material relative to Maziotis 


is circulated and the Greek flag is burnt. After the end of ` 


the denonstration, Karapanos is arrested accused for insult 
to a national symbol. ` 


4-6-9 : 


The trial „of Maziotis is postponed for a second tine. 
During the previous period there is a whole solidarity 
activity of continuous information, marches and distribution 
of printed material at Salonica and Athens. 


1- 6- 9 b : 


A manifestation - discussion at a room of the Polytechnio 
is organized from the Solidarity Committee for K. Hazokopos.

12- 6- 91 


Anarchists occupy the offices of the newspaper Eleftheroti- 
pia and demand the publication of articles for Maziotis. The 
next day the newspaper publishes a whole page with texts for 
the imprisoned activist, in addition to various information 
relative to the already occured solidarity activities. 


14- 6- 91 


New solidarity march of 100 anarchists for Maziotis. M.A.T. 
impede the march going toward the Parliament. The march 
passes around cops’ block and through central roads goes 
tonard Chinio (the — university of chemistry) which is 
occupied. The occupation lasts until late noon of the next 
day, a day before Haziotis' new trial. After the termination 
of the occupation a new march starts from the building of 
Chimio consisted of pedestrial and people on motorcycles 
comrades together, toward Exarchia square. 


30- 6- 91 


The anarchist fighter Christoforos Marinos is caught in Hu- 
ngary having a faked passport. Marinos had been arrested on 
the 1/10/87 at Kalogreza after an armed fight where M.Prekas, 
chased by the justice of the state, is murdered fron the 
arned gangs of the state, the anti-terrorist units. Marinos 
together with Smirneos had been accused as members of the 
group ANTI-STATB FIGHT. 

During July the Solidarity Committee for the anarchist 
K.Hazokopos, organize solidarity meetings in the follo-ning 
toms: Agrinio, Vonitsa, Lefkada. 


17- 7- 91 


The Polytechnio is occupied by anarchists, having as a 
pretext Bush's visit to Athens. The spirit of the 
manifestation is to show more a general opposition against 
every person in power and not only against Bush. A microphone 
building, texts are read, 
gathering and march is announced for the next day in the 
afternoon. At the same time there is distribution of the 
tracts to the passing people and „the defence of the 
occupation is organized. The comrades dash and fill the area 
around with slogans, while they do the same on the passing 
trolley- buses and cars. £ 


18- 7- 97 


The pre-arranged gathering and march of the communists and 
leftist parties "is carried out, facing the ring of police 
powers that prohibit any further continuation of the march. 
The denonstrators try to set on fire an American bank and are 
violently broken up by the 4.8.1. which chase them down to 
Ononia square. 3 people are arrested. The demonstrators, 
chased by the M.A.T., are united nith the anarchist march 
uhich has already set off the area of the Polytechnio. The 
clashes with the state repressive powers fires up. The 
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dezonstrators, after a multiple and from all sides attack of 
the state repressive powers, hack down behind the barricades 
that they have already set up around Polytechnio area. Two 
buses of the state transportation company are used as 
barricades and are set on fire. The clashes continue until 
snall hours where the demonstrators use molotov bombs while 
the H.A.T. drop vast quantities of tear gas. The attacks and 
the counter-attacks are repeated one after the other and the 
stone fights with the state repressive powers and a small 
groups of fascists can not stop. The next day, and while the 
clashes have stopped, there is a meeting of anarchists and 
others who took part in the occupation, where the termination 
of the occupation and the withdrawal of the building is 
decided. And so it happens. 


5-9- 91 . 


After an invitation from the Anarchist:Coil, the Anarchist 
Cell "Without Authority", and the Anarchist Cell of Ioannina, 
is taking place a meeting for a discussion. The proposals of 
the three anarchist groups for the cooperation and activity 
on the issues of social solidarity and action by using all 
the means, find many comrades and groups in agreement. So, 
the COLABORATION ANARCHIST GROUPS AND INDIVIDUALS FOR SOCZAL 
SOLIDARITY AND HULTIFORM ACTION, is formed, composed by the 
three groups we mentioned above in addition to: the newspaper 
Anarchist Intervention, the Anarchist Group Rigma (=Rupture), 
the Anarchist Group Odofragma (=barricade), the Anti- 
Authoritarian - Anarchists from N.Liosia (suburb of Athens), 
and the Anarchists of Piraeus. 


12- 9-91 


Discussion and information for the tota] denial of the army 
at Polytechnio, having as a pretext the coming trial of 
Haziotis. gh 


13 + 91 


Solidarity march of 200 anarchists for Maziotis from Pedion 
of Breos (a central park and square of Athens) towards the 
Parliament. Hobilizations as a solidarity to Maziotis is 
arranged at Salonica and Ioannina at the same time with the 
circulation of tracts and the stick- bill of thousands of 
posters. P 


1-9 91 


6 persons, who stuck posters for the coming trial of 
Haziotis, are arrested. 2 of them were fiercely beaten from 
the Zita sections (cops mith motorcycles). Among them is the 
total denier of the army, Pavlos Nathanail,- mho, after his 
beating, nas sent to the military prisons of Avlona. On the 
sane day, there is, at the martial court of Rouf (suburb of 
Athens), and under strict “neasures of security and 
repression, Haziotis' trial. More than 100 persons were 
present to express their solidarity, while several comrades 
fron other countries gave evidence on behalf of the total 
denial of the army. Maziotis defence mas one more case that 
sas openly declared the intention of a total destruction of 


the state and the army and of ., the repressive mechanisms and 
institutions,for a society of anarchy. The comrade was 
sentenced to one year imprisonment with three years 
deferment of the trial. 


18- 9- 91 v 

At the Propilea of the university of Athens there is a 
gathering of the anarchists as an indication of solidarity 
to the imprisoned total denier of the army P. Nathanail. That 
night, at Exarchia square, episodes occur between young 
people and under cover cops. 7 people are arrested. After 
midnight, at Anbelokipi (area in the centre of Athens), the 
group Anti- Military Action drops molotov bombs at the bank 
Epagelmatiki Pisti. 


22- 9- 91 


In the town of Kalamata episodes between the cops and young 
persons of the town occur. 19 cops are wounded while? 
persons are arrested. The episodes started mhen 2,000 young 
persons surrounded and blocked the police administration 
offices of the prefecture (named Messinia) for hours, threw 
stones and pieces of wood, lit fires, blocked the traffic in 
the streets and fiercely clashed with the M.A.T. The pretext 
for the episodes was the death of an eighteen-year old person 
then the cops, who chased him knocked down his motorcycle. 


23- 9-91 


The 6 persons who were arrested in the 16/9/91 while 
sticking bills, are put on trial, they are sentenced to 40 
days imprisonment each, they appeal and are let free. 


31- 9- 91 


In the town of Heraklio in Crete, 3,000 peasant raisin 
producers surround and block its Prefecture building, break 
its door and occupy it. The M.A.T. attack them by using tear 
gas while the peasants counter-attack the M.A.T. with stones, 
pieces of wood and their tractors. At 1.00p.m., an hour after 
the beggining of the clashes, the .ground floor of the 
Prefecture is set on fire and the chief of the police is 
wounded. After that, tno big tractors dash tomards the Prefe- 
cture attempting to knock down the columns of the building. 
The peasants hinder the fire- engines who wanted to blon out 
the fire into the building. The H.A.T. use a huge quantity of 
tear gas and plastic bullets. The clashes last for 5 hours. 


4-10-91 > 


A solidarity denonstration for P.Nathanail in front of the 
Polytechnio where pickets are hung out and tracts are 
Circulated. Later, under cover Cops arrest comrades, march

At the park Pedion of Areos, the autonomous movement for 


the creation of the Anti- School arranges discussion for 
liberal education. 


7- 10- 91 


N.Karapanos is sentenced to five months imprisonment for 
the insult to a national symbol. He appealed and let free. 


9- 10- 91 


The strikers of £.V.0.(the state weapon producing company) 
occupy the central offices of the company. The N.A.T. break 
the door, invade into the building and beat the strikers. 20 
persons are arrested. 


10- 10- 91 


The prisoners of the third wing of Koridallos' prisons 
revolt, H.A.T. and special anti-terrorist orders invade into 
the prison and fiercely repress the revolt. ' 


12- 10- 91 


A concert as a solidarity for the total denier of the army 
P.Nathanail is organized. The Colaboration of Anarchist 
Groups and Individuals for Social Solidarity and Multiforn 
Action (Anarchist Coil, Anarchist Group Rigma, newspaper 
Anarchist Intervention, Anarchist Group Odofragma, anarchists 
of Piraeus, Anti-Authoritarians from N.Liosia, Anarchist 
Cell "Without Authority” and Anarchist Cell of Ioannina) 
organizes at the park of N.Liosia a gathering with slides 
projection, presentation and circulation of printed material, 
distribution of tracts, and a concert. 


16- 10- 91 


M.A.T. invade the Children's Hospital "Agia Sofia" and 
fierce beating of the strikers there follons. 


18- 10- 91 


A march of the pupils from the occupied high schools of 
Athens takes: place. [We notice that in the first days of the 
month the high schools are under occupation to denonstrate 
against the measures that the Ministry want to take against 
the pupils. The state, through its representatives and the 
press, launches a dirty and vulgar attack and terrorism 
including the "enraged parents” nho proceed to reoccupa- 
tions}. The march goes towards the Ministry of Education 
while, on the way to the Ministry, they throw stones at a 
private college, eggs and other objects at the cops. The 
motorcycle of a cop is set on fire and the windows of a bank 
are broken. The denonstrators throw stones at the cops who 
guard the Ministry and break the nindows of it. Then, the 
march goes away from the Ministry and the demonstrators’ 
attacks continue all along the central roads of Athens, on 
hich burning barricades are set up. Near Polytechnio, the 
denonstrators are attacked violently by HAT. Others take 
refuge in the Polytechnio and others in the Economics 
university of Athens, 1000 metres further. Nen burning 


barricades are set up and, one more cop's motorcycle, is set 
on fire, while the clashes with H.A.T. continue until the 
afternoon. 

In the morning of the same day, secret cops attempted to 
break the door of the offices of the Anarchist Coil and to 
invade then, at a moment when no comrade is there. Finally, 
the operation is frustrated. On the same night, Zita 
sections, holding their guns, invade a building which is 
inhabited by homelss people in a suburb of Athens named 
Keramikos. . 


19- 10- 91 


At the university of the city of Ioannina, a meeting is 
held, nith slides projection, discussion, presentation and 
circulation of anarchist printed material and a concert, is 
organized by the Colaboration for Social Solidarity and 
Multiform Action. 


24- 10- 91 


A march of 2,000 students sets off from the Polytechnio and 
goes towards the ministry of Education. Rhen the minister 
refuses to accept the pupils' representatives, the gathered 
people express their disapproval. At this moment, 30 cops of 
the special sections, wearing jeans and blouses and holding 
beams, attack the gathered pupils. Violent episodes follow. 
The pupils invade the Ministry and destroy its gate. The cops 
surround the place and, after extended battles in the 
streets, the march goes tomard the Parliament. On the may a 
vehicle of the private security GROUP 4 and another of the 
private channel ANTENA T.V. are destroyed. The guard of 
honour and the platoons of M.A.T., that are lined up in front 
of the Parliament, are attacked by stones. The clashes spread 
all over the place. Burning barricades are set up on the 
central roads near the Parliament, and, after that, near the 
propilea of the university of Athens, one more vehicle of the 
channel ANTENA T.V. is burnt. The clashes continue all along 
the central roads to Ononia and the Polytechnio. Hundreds of 
pupils, chased fron M.A.T.'s orders and in the middle of the 
smoke from tear gas, take refuge in the Polytechnio. The area 
is surrounded and blocked by great numbers of cops, but the 
enclosed people continue fighting. The battle with stones is 
the typical feature of the clashes as most of the pupils were 
unprepared to face such a violent attack from the state and 
had only a fem molotov bombs for defence. In the afternoon, 
after the rector's interference, there is an attempt to 


, Withdranal from the Polytechnio, but M.A.T. nith about 200 


fascists, who have, in the meanwhile, appeared, impede the 
people's exit. The persons who manage to leave the place, set 
up barricades all along the roads around the Polytechnio 
within a radius of 1 km from the building. The rest remain 
inside the Polytechnio continuing the battle with H.A.T. and 
the fascists. The area is full of tear gas. The clashes 
around the streets of Politechnio continue until midnight 
and, in the meanwhile, the Economics university of Athens is 
occupied for quite a fen hours. Finally, the demonstrating 
pupils and others who stand by then, can not confront any 
further the H.A.T.'s and fascists’ attacks. The senate of the 
Polytechnio send an ultimatum to the enclosed, to abandon the 


building until 7.00 the next morning, otherwise it will allon 
the H.A.T. to enter the Polytechnio and take them out. The 
reply of the people inside the Polytechnio is that they nill 
abandon the building if M.A.T., the special anti-terrorist 
units and the fascists go far away from the area. At 3.00 in 
the morning on the 25/10/91, the enclosed inside the 
Polytechnio, tired from the so many hours of battle nith 
H.A.T. and the fascists, cannot stand any further the 
suffocation induced by the tear and the suffocating gas 
atmosphere, go back into the back buildings of the 
Polytechnio. After that, a barage of incendiary tear gas 
from the cops toward the Senate building, follows. The roof, 
mhich is wooden, is set on fire from the tear gas within a 
spall time the whole building is burnt. At 9.00 in the 
zorning in 25/10/91, M.A.T., special anti-terrorist units and 
fascists invade the Polytechnio and arrest 28 persons who are 
nercilessly beaten, resulting in the hospitalization of one 
of them. The 28 who were discovered inside the Polytechnio 
are marched off to the police central offices where the 
torments upon them continue. During ‘the clashes in the 
streets, 37 persons had, in addition, been arrested, 6 of 


thom were sent to court. In the afternoon of the 25/10/91, 40 ` 


persons who had been hidden in the building of Politechnio, 
abandon the building after it had already been abandoned fron 
the cops. 


21- 10- 91 


An anarchist gathering takes place, in the area of the 
Propylea of the university of Athens, with banners, 
manifestoes and feil- volan during the ceremony for the 
anniversary of the 28th of October 1940 (day of the beginning 
of 2nd R.W. for Greece). The gathering has been realized in 
order to declare the opposition to states, wars and countries 
and also to give solidarity to the total deniers of the arny. 
Although there was a collar consisted of fascists, under 
cover cops and cops, no incident happened. 


28- 10- 91 


The trial of the 6 arrested pupils, during the 
dezonstration, starts. One of the accused, Th. Haldoupis, 
goes off into a faint, during the trial, because of 
illtreatment in his head after a hard beating in the jail of 
the Police Head Quarters. Finally, after a 3 hour torture, he 
is carried to the hospital. A terrorism atmosphere prevails 
inside and outside the building of the courtroom with the 
powerful presence of cops. a 

At the same night a super- market in Athens and the local 
offices of the New Democracy party in Piraeus are set on fire 
with coctails of molotov. The attacks are done for solidarity 
to the arrested people after the invasion of M.A.T. into the 
area of the Polytechnio. The ANARCHIST GROUP MICHALIS 
KALTEZAS takes the responsibility for the tno arsons. 


29- 10- 91 


At the same time with the condemnation of the 6 arrested 
pupils, from the pupils’ demonstration,- a condemnation nith 
5- 8 years penalties! - starts into the same state terrorism 


atmosphere the trial of the 28 arrested people inside the 
Polytechnio. 


31- 10- 91 


The people who were caught inside the Polytechnio are 
sentenced to penalties not bigger than 3 years whereas only 6 
of them are pronounced not guilty. Parallelously they charged 
the condemnation of the arson of the rectorate building of 
the Polytechnio on them. 

We have to mark here the synchronized attack, by the press, 
against the anarchists and the arrested people of the 
Polytechnio, exhtring the state to arrest the “hood 
carriers", the "agitators" who "stir up from time to time the 
town and agitate the tranquility of the citizens by burning 
and destroying”. 


2- 11- 91 


33 people are caught, and between them some anarchists, 
during a stick- bill with which they were denouncing the 
barbarism against the revolted people of the events of the 
Polytechnio and the arson of the building of the rectorate by 
the cops and the fascists. 

The arrested people are led to the Police Head Quarters 
nere they are beaten whereas the girls are forced to remain 
nude in front of cops’ eyes. One of them, the anarchist Maria 
Nikolaides, is beaten although it was known that she was 
pregnant. 


3- N- 91 


The 33 arrested people are guided to the public persecutor 
who pronounces accusations against them such as: illegal 
stick- bill, insulting and resistance against the authority, 
occasion a block in the traffic etc. In the area around the 
building of the courtroom there are many anarchists 
supporting solidarity to the arrested people. 


5- 1- 91 


While the trial for the 33 people starts, they start 
hunger- strike. The area around the building is ful of cops. 
Nevertheless more than 200 people stay outside for 
solidarity. 


<6- N- 91 


In this day starts the trial of Ch. Marinos and K. 
Smyrnaios, for the events in Kalogreza in October 1987, where 
M. Prekas was murdered by the uniformed killers of the state, 
the EKAM (special police forces). 


7-11-91 


As a demonstration Of strikers occurs, an anarchist group 
intervenes, follous the demonstration and after the end of 
it, they demonstrate in solidarity to the 33 people, which 
starts from the Parliament and ends to the building of the 
courtrooms. 


+ 11-9 


A solidarity demonstration for the 33 people is realized. 
It starts early in the afternoon from the School of Commerse 
and is organized by leftists and libertarians. During the 
demonstration there is a continuous repression, into the 
demonstration from the organizers against the anarchists, who 
participate in it, nith the prohibition(!!) of stick- bill 
for solidarity to the anarchist Marinos, who has a trial 
after a fen days, as well as with the prohibition of pass- 
words not agreeable to the organizers. After that, there is a 
friction of limited spread. The state supression forces 
follow. Numerous forces of cops (MAT and Zita poner 
sections, who are the motorcyclist sections) surround the 
march - which is at the most central and of high traffic road 
of the tonn- and attack it without any hesitation. 

Fierce beating and running after, infront of the surprised 
passers- by, follon. 

46 people are arrested and marched off to the central police 
building. Late at night all of them are set free. 

A show of power and terrorisn!! 


n- 11- 91 


At the town of Larissa two anti- authoritarian people are 
arrested accused for illegal stick- bill. During the same day 
in Athens a march of anarchist- feminists sets off the 
Polytechnio and ends to the court buildings where the 33 
people pass on trial. 


12- 1- 91 


In Thessaloniki there is a march and a stick- bill, 
organized by anarchists, at the same time.The march is an 
indication of solidarity to the 33 arrested people. u 


13- 11- 91 


After an endless trial, the 33 are sentenced to 6 months 
imprisonment each. They appeal and let free. At that sane 
day, the two anti- authoritarians -who were arrested in 
Larissa - are found innocent. 


14- 11- 91 E i 


There is a gathering in front of the Polytechnio and a 
march with stick- bill follows. The manifestation is 
organized by the leftists. Some anarchists take part too. 


15- 11- 91 


The juvenile court founds innocent the anarchist pupils A. 
Vasiliou and V. Gounaris, as well as their school mate'a. 
Aslanis. They were accused for serious damage at their 
school. 


17- 11- 91 


Under an atmosphere of state terrorism, the habitual march 
for the anniversary of the revolt of the Polytechnio in 1973 
sets off. People's participation is the lowest of any 
previous year, reaching the 10,000 people at the most. At the 
end of the march there were 300 individuals and anong then 
there were some äharchists. Clashes did not occur. This was 
not only the result of a state repression (the cops had 
surrounded the march- HAT, MEA, EKAN, Zita sections, under 
cover cops, fascists), but also the result of an internal 
repression from the left- wing people and the leftists who, 
in cooperation with the political parties, were the vast 
majority of the people who participated in this march. Many 
anarchists abstain even from the "tail" of the march. 


2- 1- 91 


Under cover cops invade into the place where the anarchist 
group "RIGHA" (Repture) were gathering. The group consists of 
school students.The cops came during their absence and took 
every object they found in the place. 


2- 12-91 


A Manifestation- debate takes place in the area of the 
Poiytechnio, organized by the Solidarity Commitee, for the 
inprisoned people who were participating in the demonstration 
on October 24, 1991 and to the revolted people who were 
arrested after the invasion of the MAT into the area of the 
Polytechnio in the morning of the next day, October 25, 1991. 


3- 12- 91 


A solidarity manifestation for the revolted people who were 
imprisoned for the events of October 24 and 25, is organized 
hy the COLABORATION OF ANARCHIST GROUPS AND INDIVIDUALS FOR 
SOCIAL SOLIDARITY AND MULTIFORM ACTION. The manifestation is 


.-realized in the area of the Propilea of the university of 


Athens and includes a concert, a slide projection, a hang out 
of banners nith solidarity pass- words and distribution of 
tracts to the passers- by. 

During the same day, in Mandoudi (a place in the island of 
Evia) tho bombs are exploded, the ope outside the offices of 
the Unemployment Organization and the second under theecar of 
the owner of the Skalistiris Quarries, which was parked 
outside the offices of the company. We have to notice here 
that in Evia thousands of workers who were working in this 
husiness have been fired. 


4- 12- 91 

Ch. Kontos, one of the arrested during the events of 
Octoher 25, 1991, is let free after the appeal that he had 
lodged, is attacked and beaten by 5 motorcyclist cops, at the 
time he mas coming back home. They also beat him on the may 
to the police station and in the Police Head Quarters, were 
he is forced to go. 
During all this time the cops terrorize hin, threatening for 


the lives of the other arrested people and also for the 33 
people. j 


6- 125 91 


A super- market of the SKLAVENITIS chain of super- markets 
in Athens is burnt. The action is done for solidarity to the 
imprisoned peolple who were arrested during the 24th and 25th 
of October. The responsibility for the arson is taken by the 
ANARCHIST GROUP MICHALIS KALTEZAS. 


2195 


Cops attack, with clubs, poster- stickers who are members 
of the independent radio stations UTOPIA and ARK in 
Thessaloniki. The stick- bill was done during a concert 
against their persecution by the state. Many arrests take 
place and so many people are marched to the court. The 
anarchists of the city are gethered demanding the immediate 
liberation of the imprisoners. 


18- 12- 91 


MAT and special anti- terrorism forces of the state, with 
automatic guns, invade in the occupied house of Ferron street 
in Athens. The invasion takes action during a manifestation. 
86 people are arrested, beaten and leaded to the police head 
quarters were they are kept for hours. The occupied building 
is pillaged by the invators- cops. They stole money, 
typewriters and they destroyed printed material. 


20- 12- 91 


Special anti- terrorism forces of the state invade to the 
house where the mother of the anarchist activist D. 


Spyridonides lives. They break the front door and disturb the 
house. 
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K. Mazokopos is going to pass on a trial on April 15 
1992, with severe accusations. There are three other 
peolple who are going to be judged along with him (S. Ko- 
giannis, R. Bergner, G. Bouketsides). All of them are ac- 
cused for participation to the armed group REVOLUTIONARY 
SOLIDARITY. In the frames of an individed solidarity to 
K. Mazokopos and to the others, the COLABORATION OF 
ANARCHIST GROUPS AND INDIVIDUALS FOR SOCIAL SOLIDARITY AND 
MULTIFORM ACTION will realize the following manifestations 
1. Manifestation in March 28, 1992 in Aegaleo (a suburb 
of Athens) 
Manifestation:in Volos in April 4 ( a city in central 
Greece)
